ing there a few minutes Mr. Proctor 
came up on his bicycle. They exam- 
ined the cow and found its leg was 
broken. He recognized the man John- 
son in court as the one who was driv- 
ing the car. Another man named 
Bishop was with him. This was about 
ten o'clock at night. He recognized 
the car which Johnson was driving 
as a Ford, and it was going between 
30 and 49 miles an hour. Another car 
came along a few minutes after, but 
that didn’t stop either. 

Witness was here seized with a 
fainting spell and had to retire from 
the court room. 

Mr. Proctor recalled the evening of 
September 5th, and said he saw that 
evening Mr, Johnson and Mr, Bishop 
in the pool hall at Burdett. They were 
talking about going to Bow Island. He 
started away on his bicycle and got 
about three-quarters of a mile out of 
town when they passed him in a car, 

In reply to the defending solicitor, 
Proctor said he got off his bicycle be- 
cause he knew Johnson as a reckless 
driver, but when pressed confessed 
that he had only seen him driving 
on one occasion. 

He should judge that their car was 
travelling between 30 and 40 miles af 
hour. Another car came along a few 
minutes after which he thought was 
a McLaughlin. He afterwards saw 
Giles Lyons where the cow was lying, 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
graveyard. He looked the cow over 
and saw its leg was broken. They got 
it up and went a short distance and 
then it laid down again. The cow was 
lying on the right side of the grade 
coming from town. 

Under examination, witness proved 
very contradictory. He said he saw 
the cow first when he got up to it, and 
then corrected himself by saying he 
saw it first from the top of the hill. 
He recognized Johnson-and Bishop by 
their figure. Would swear Johnson was 
on the right hand side of the car driv- 
ing. 

W. O. Lyons gave evidence to the 
effect that he and Mr. Lewellyn went 
out and examined the cow and found 
its leg broken. He saw defendant 
after that and spoke to him. He ask- 
ed whether he had hurt the cow and 
he said he had not. He then asked 
him how his front axle got bent, and 
he replied that it was bent when they 
were hauling the car up from the riv- 
er. The witness also noticed that the 
fender and radiator were bent, and 
the defendant said that the car had 
had two or three mishaps. Two or 
three parts from the car were picked 
up near the scene of the accident to 
the cow and he asked Johnson to al- 


low him to compare with the parts on 

his car. If they didn’t fit he was pre- 

pared to publish a notice in the Bow 

. Island Review exonerating him from 


all blame. Johnson, however, gave no 
inclination to talk about it, and said 
“he was fed up with it,” or something 
to that effect.

“It is a subject 
in which even Dickens would _ find 
nothing but sadness; yet sociologists 
extract a certain comfort from fig- 
ures showing that the social fabric 
is partially repairing itself. Five or 
six years after the Crimean war, the 
authorities found that of every thou- 
sand marriages, one hundred were 
the remarriages of widows. The nor- 
mal ratio may be taken as about that 
of 191l—sixty-one to the thousand. 
In 1914 the figure began rising; it 
continued to do so in 1915, and in 
1916, according to the British regis- 
trar general, it reached cighty-five to 
the thousand. Last year it is esti- 
mated that it rose to nincty-four, and 
there is reason to believe that it will 
yet attain the figure of post-Crimean 
days. 

This is a fairly’ familiar pheno- 
menon; it has been observed in this 
country by those responsible for the 
payment of benefits to the widows of 
men killed in disasters, that within a 
few years an extraordinary number 
remarried, In England the  dispro- 
portion between the numbers of men 
and women is such that we would not 
expect the remarriage to be so great 
as here after the Civil war; though 
the presence of a million colonials in 
or near England has reduced the dis- 
proportion,

Marriage at Long Range 


6,000 Miles Between Bride and Bride- 
groom 


A Boer in Pretoria was married to 
a girl in Amsterdam, Holland, 
long ago, the ceremony constituting 
what the Dutch call handschoen, or 
glove marriage.

genuine sable skin is of fine texture 
with a bluish tint, while the pelt is 
very soft, but durable. The skins 
range from 15 to 20 inches in length 
and 5 to 8 inches in breadth. The 
value and grades vary according to 
the district in which the aaa {s 
found. The furs of various animals 
are dyed or otherwise treated to im- 
itate sable, the difference being hard 
to detect by those unfamiliar with 
furs. Squirrels are caught in great 
numbers in Siberia, the fur being in 
emand for polag and other general 
purposes. The blue squirrel which 
found in Eastern Siberia is especiall 
in favor. A large number of sea ot- 
ters are captured by hunters and 
trappers off Kamchatka, while ¢ea 
otter furs are also imported into Rus- 
sia from Canada, This fur is largely 
used in the manufacture of caps, 
coat collars, etc. The fox is a fure 
bearing animal of great commercial 
importance, the fur of the silver or 
pleck fox being next in value to the 
sable.
